NEGRESS REACHES 


PATRIARCHAL AGE 


Mrs. Ellen Stewart Passes Away Aftor 


Having Lived to See 


132 Years. 
;• • : 


Chicago, Oct. 11.—After a lifetime 


whoso beginning antedated the war of 
the revolution Mrs. Ellen Stewart, said 
to have been the oldest woman In Illi- 
nois, If not In the United States, lies 
dead at the Home for the Aged and In- 
firm Colored People at the alleged age 
of 132 years. The woman whose years 
placed her In the class of the Biblical 
patriarchs was born a slave and at the 
Issuance of the emancipation proclam- 
ation had outlived the allotted age of 
man. Although her age is placed at 
132 years, It Is thought that It per- 
naps exceeded that number, as her 
birth was so shrouded In time that her 
years were determined only by; an ar- 
ithmetical calculation.
